The general decay of Trade, 
the Miſcarriage of ſo many Ap- 
preatices, and the love of my Na- 
zrve Country are the ſole Induces 
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ments to this trouble, T now give 
ft you and my ſelf. 

As to the Decay of Trade, and 
conſequently Tradeſmen; this I 
very well Know is in great meas» 
ſure occalond by the late War, 
the alteration of the Coin, Stock- 
Jobbing, Lotteries, &c. but in 
part it muſt be ſaid in truth to be 
owing alſo to the Iadiſcretion, and 
21] management of ſome of the per- 
' | ſons at leaſt ſo failing. T1 deſign 


not to enter into a Diſcourſe about

alone to wiſer projefting Heads ; 
but this is obvious and viſible to 
every ſlander by, and looker on,

Sea or land, neither the ſenſe of 
paſt or preſent Evils, nor the fear 


of what is behind, have been able

to mortify a reſly and Inxurious 
People, not all our Sins, or Fears, 
or Wants, not all th: expence of 
Blood and Trea/rre hath yet pre- 
vaiÞ'd with us, ſo far, as to make 
us ſee our miſtakes. The Ex- 
pence of Cleaths, Drink, and ſome 
other Taneceſſaries run as high as 
ever ; nay, nent higher, fo that 
the War hath uot been ſo much 
ſeen as felt ; there 1s no viſible 
abatement of any Extravagance. 
Thrift and Conſideration are ſent 
into the Country to nurſe; and 
1et lome madly expeft Money to 
pay the Debts of the War, to car- 
ry on Trade, and to maintain a 
boundleſs Pride and Luxury all 
at once, which is impoſſible, eſpe- 
crally for ſuch as fee the inſide of 


treir own Shops ſo ſeldom as ſome 
do. 
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To lefſen this ſome cry out 4Poy 
the Women, aud make Adam's ex- 


cuſe ; but as theu, ſo now, tis at 


beſt frivolous and uſeleſs, and 


ſerves not ſo much to leſſen as to 


ridicule their Folly. 


As to the Women, T confeſs it 
35 a tender part, and deſerves to 
be handled with Diſcretion. All 
thit IT ſhall ſay as to ths, 1s thus, 
However indiſcreet the Wife is, 
the Husband is fully empowr d by 
Natare and Chriſtianity to rule 
ber, and in the Judgment of our 
Law the Husband is in moſt caſes 
accountable for the Miſcarriages 
of the Wife. Our Fathers taking 
it for granted, that their Sons 
world not lofe their Authority, or 


ſeppoſiag that the fair Sex would 


attempt nothing that was unhands 
ſome, 
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* ſome, lay almoſt all the blame at 
1 the Mens Dor, and in generat 
| the Tuſignificancy , Impertinence, 
4 Pride, and other miſtakes of Wo- 
men , are moſily owing, and in 
ftrit juſtice to be attributed to 


i Men, either as Fathers, Guardi= 
, ans, or Husbands. It us great 
l pity that the fineſt Creature that 
' ever God made to adorn this low- 
» er World withall ſhould become, 
, either by her own, or others Folly 
s uſeleſs and dangerous to Man ; 
F yet fo it ſometimes unluckily falls 
, out to the ruin of the Family, and 
4 thoſe concerned on the ſame bots

As to the Miſcarriage of Ap- 


prentices, 'tis fo frequent and de- 
plorable, that it deſerves to be 
ſeriouſly confider'd. Some hum

but in them whole Families are 
ruind, and it is high time'to 
i enquire where the fault lies, that 
£ a ſpeedy and ſafe Remedy may be 
apply d.

ji worſe by nature, than the former. 
if It cannot in Reaſon be imputed to 
'\'t ther Blood, or the Air, or Cli-

| vernment, and neglett of Diſct- 
' pline, bad Example, aid an eafie, 
or perhaps acquired Negligence in 
thoſe who are oblig'd to take bet- 
ter care of them : TI ſay oblig d;

Sous, but eith-r (ent them a= 
broid to ſome Foreign War , or 


left them to ſkift at homie with a

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Slender.* Annuity , ( becauſe the 
Name mult be preſerv'd) to va- 
gabond it about during life, from 
one Couſin to another, as a bur- 
then to the Commonwealth, and a 
Reproach to the Family. Hows 
ever, now they are not ſo much up- 
ou the punttiiio ; but wiſely bind 
them out to Merchants, and other 
geod Employs , by which means 
they often out-grow the top Branch, 
which is not ſeldom the weakeſt. 
Now this in my humble Opinion is 
0 Argument for the Maſter to 
lack his Hand in point of Go- 
wvernment, but rather to take the 
more care ; becauſe theſe re- 
quire, and deſerve more care;

The errours of remiſsneſs are con- 
tagious, ſpread inſenſibly, an1 are 
generally mortal ; for thrift, dif:

others that ſeem to want a gnide : 
T7 muſt take leave to ſay, 


r. That ye outht to have a 
right Notion of a Trade. It is 
not at all like lrving upon a ſet- 
led Revenue ; but depends upon 
Induſtry, Diſcretion,and Forefreht, 
frequent Accounts, aud a regular 
Care. That which Fools call For- 
tune, or Chance 1s uſually but the 
orderly, though unſeen Method of 
Providence, and the unavoidable, 
vatural Effet of a good, or bad 
Chozce in the Management of Af- 
fairs ; and although there are ſome 
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few unaccountable Succeſſes, whe- 
ther good, or bad, which we have 
learnd to miſcall Accidents ; yet 
generally ſpeaking moſt Men might 
be happier, if they would Fe wi- 
ſer ; and they need not quarrel 
with God, or blame the times : 
but their own folly, credulity, aud 
want of judgment, and ſometimes , 
the injuſtice of others, if they do 
not proſper according to their de- 


fare. : 


Not to ſay any thing of buying, 
and ſelling, and truſting, and the 
falſe Steps made in them, the 
manner of living now, in London 
eſpecially, is ſogreatly expenſtve, 
ſo vaſtly profuſe, as would quickly 
melt down a Gentleman of five hun- 
dred, or perhaps a thouſand pound 
per Annum certazzly comng, /#.

T am 
very cenfident that Commenlati- 
on , Encouragement , and Exam 
ple will gain more upon him at 
- theſe Tears, than a rough Hand. 
| Shame 
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Shame or Love will certainly pre* 
wail more , than bare Terrour , 
and produce much better Frutt ; 
and when all is done, it can be 
but a very indifferent Eye-ſervant, 
that fears you, and therefore, at 
the ſame time muſt hate you: 
Paſſion 1s an ill Guide ; but Ty- 
ranny is odious and abominable, 
fitter for Algiers than London, 
coutrary to your Intereſt at long 
run, aud in the mean time a Re- 
proach to your Chriſtian Name. 
Beſides, conſider the Apprentice 
ws far enough from a Slave, or a 
mean ordinary Servant ; for he 1s 
mn truth your adopted Son for . a 
ſeaſon, to be us d and manag't} 
with equal Care and Conſcience as 
your own, and that in Sicine(s as 
well as in Health ; and you axe 


at 
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at no time to conſider him barel 
as a Servant, but as a Child of 
your own, and to love and uſe 
him accordingly. 


This uſage will be his ftrovg- 


eſt Indentures, and will engage 


and fetter him in the willing 


Bands of Love and Gratitude , 
which you will find of greater 
and nobler force and uſe, both to 
him, and your- ſelf, than any 6+ 
ther that have, or can be invent- 


ed. 
This will make him a faithful 


and uſeful Servant, as weil as an 
Flonour and Reputation to the 
Maſter. This will make him a 
good and a happy Man, and of a 
faithſul Servant, make him a dear 

Friead 
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Friend to you while you tive : 
This will fairly diſcharge your 
Conſcience , promote the publick 
welfare, make your City glorious, 
and our Nation a praiſe in the 
Earth. Laſtly, This will recom- 
mend you to your great Maſter in 
TTeiven, aud not only advance 
your preſent, but in ſome meaſure, 
your future Intereſt in a better 
World; which is all my humble 
Deſign, and hearty Prayer.

FT is not without reaſon (youn |

out a fix'd principle, and ſteady foun- 
dation, it is impoſſible to erect any

beautifull and laſting Strufture ; but 
the building muſt be incoherent and 
diſproportionate, liable to Accidents, 
expos d to Contempt, and fall irrch- 
ſtibly into Decay and Ruin at 1a?, 
For this Reaſon I piace Religion firſt 
as being that which muſt ſeaſon and 
direct, beautifie and eſtabliſh all the 
other Actions of your Lite. 

Let therefore your firſt and great- 
eſt care be, to have a right Notion of 
God, and your Dependance (above 
all other things) upon him. Tt 1s he 
made you what you are, and can alone 
make you what you expect or hope 
tobe. Let his Omnipotence, Om- 
nilcience, Qmnipreſence, his infi- 
nite Juſtice and Goodneſs have early 
room, and full entertainment 1n your 
Heert. B= afur'd that God made, 
doth govern, and will judge the 
World; a4 ict Atheiſts and Mad- 
men fay what they pleafe, abhor and 
fiy them, a5 jou would Fire or the 
Plague. And let £1is fink down deep 
in your Heart, that $99 reigneth ©- 
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ver all the Earth, be the People ne- 
ver ſo impatient : That he doth ſee, 
and will bring to a ſtrict Account eve- 
ry Thought, Word and Attion, and 
let this beget and keep in your Mind 
a perpetual Dread, and yet Love of 
an Almighty, Juſt, Wife and Good 
God, as reveal'd in the Scriptures. 

Upon this ſure Foundation of Faith, 
Worthip, and Obedience will necel}a- 
rily and naturally follow. It is im- 
poſſible to believe a God, and at the 
ſame time not to worſhip and obey 
him. 

1. Firſt, therefore, let me recom- 
mend to you the publick Worſhip 
and Service of God, as eftabliſf*d in 
and by the Church of Ezgland. I 
condemn not all others peremptorily 
in all things; I have Charity for all; 
and that Church that I am ſpeaking 
of doth teach me fo to have, and thar 
15 no ſmall argument to me of the 
Truth and Purity of it. Charity Is 
the infallible Badge of Diſcipleſhip; 
and if others (who pretend to be no 
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ſmall Chriſtians) had as much of jt 
to ſhew, as the unjuſtly reproached

Church of England, we ſhould not ſee 


and feel ſuch unreaſonable Diviſions, 
and peeviſh Diſputes, as now are too 


hotly fomented and carried on to the. 


Scandal of the Reformation. 
However in all things I blame not 
all others, but humbly and heartily 
adviſe all to be ſerious and ſincere in 
their way, till they are, as[ hope, in 
time they will be,.convinc'd to ſe their 


Errors ; how they diſhonour God,and 


toolifhly ſerve the ends of the common 
Enemy. Let there be no Hypocrifieor 
Deſign in their Profeſſion, for a Hypo- 
crite or Knave in Religion 15 the worſt 


of Mzn. Let all ferve God heartily, 


and faithfully, with Humility, Dili- 
gence ard Integrity, aad then the Er- 
rors of bare Ignorance or Miſurder- 


ſtanding will be the more ealily ac- 


counted for, and the publick Peace, 
and welfare not obſftirult':d. In the 
mean time, as moſt futable to tire rule 
of God's Word and primitive Devo- 
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tion, and the true ends of Reiig1on, 
as molt free from Sunerſtitzon on one 
hand, and C onfuſion on the other ; 
that is from ll ſorts and degrees of 
Novelty, I humbly adviſe my yourg 
Man to addreſs himſelf to God in the 
eftablich'd Form of the Church, and 
therein to be conitant and ierious. 
Remember thy Creator in the days of thy 
Yoeth, and dedicate thy eariy Years 
to Gad and his Service : Accutom 
thy ſelf to the habit of religious Du- 
tics before the World hath taken poſ- 
ſeſſion of thee, and thou art engag'd 
in the love of Folly. 

Remember the Vows thou didft 
once make, by others, in Baptiſin, 
and that Obligation that now lies vp- 
on thee to diſcharge them. To that 
end frequent the houſe of God, for 
there the Church takes care to inf FIT 
and inſtru thee in the Trnt 1, that 
they may be diſcharg*d, and thou en- 
abled to perform thy Promiſes. 

Let the Lord's Day x employ” 
in the Lord's Service, not running 
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the Streets, nor prying into the way 
of others; but follow your own Pa- 
riſh-Church ; be early, and devour, 
and Confitant, and endeavour to be ac- 
quainted with the Antiquity, Reafo- 
nableneſs, Sence and Oier of the 
Churches Service, that it may not 
be Will-Worihip, cr a bare outward 

rotetton, but the grounded Choice, 
and fettled Devotion of your Soul; 
and as ſuch, ſee that you joyn chear. 
fully in all the Prayers and Offices 
of it, with the Concern and Aﬀecii- 
«N ofa true Worthipper In Spirit aud 
in Truth, And by the way, in ſpite 
of all Pretence, this is truly to pray 
by the Spirit : not to offer the Sacrt- 
fice of Fools in a long unpremedita- 
ted Harangue, but to pray with Un- 
derſtanding, Charity, Faith, Aitecti- 
en, and Humility before God. Once 
more take care not to mif-ſpend the 
Lord's Day, or other times dedica- 
ted to God's more immediate Service; 
for it hath been obſerv*d to be uſually 


the unhappy Preſage of a vicioys I" 
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and an unfortunate end, fo be pro- 
fanely idle or buſie then. 

2. Forget not private Prayer; eve- 
ry Morning and Evening ar leaſt, offer 
up your Soul 1.4 Body, and tie Ser- 
vice of both to the God of your Life. 
Commit your ſelves early, and always 
to his Direction and Providence, for 
it is he alone that can preſerve and 
blefs you inall your Atlairs. 

Let this be truly private Prayer, 
with as much ſecrecy as you can, that 
ſo firſt you may not be diſturb'd, for 
it ought to be periorm'd with all pol- 
ſible Attention of Mind, and Decen- 
cy of Body ; and ſecondly, that you 
may not be tempted to make a ſhew 
before others. Be very earneift and 
ſerious, but not by any means noifie 
or loud in your Devotion, for that is 
but Hypocrifie or Vain-glory at beſt, 
and he that prays that another may 
near, deſerves that God ſhould he 
Jeat to the Grant, though not to the 
11ypocrite of his Pra;<r. 
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Beſides theſe conſtant ſettled times 
of Piety and Devotion, you may do 
well to obſerve, and wiſely manage 
every circumſtance of Life, and & - 
you ihall ſutter Loſſes, or Sickneſs, or 
receive Deliverance, or other Bleſlings, 
lo you {hould take hold of theſe occa- 
ſions, as proper Hints and Opporty. 
nities of Prayer and Praiſe ; and lift 
UP your Houl In often ejacutated and 
taining Thoughts to the all-wiſe Dif. 
poſer of all things; that fo the fear 
of God, ard the Senſe of his Love, 
and your Duty may be mingled with 
your daily Employment, and you not 
only ſerve two Maſters acceptably at 
once, but get a Bleſſing out of it 
your ſelf too at the ſame time. 

3. Forget not reading; I mean 
-good and ufefull Books; upon the 
Lord's Day, the evenings of other 
days, and the Intervals of buſineſs, a 
good Book is the beſt Companion in 
the World, and the Bible efpecially. 

[ deny not, but the Apprentice 
may ſometimes, with leave, take 2 

mouth 
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mouthfull of freſh Air and take one 
or more honeſt, and prudent Compa- 
nions along with him. However all 
leiſure time is not to be thus ſpent; 
but (as 1 have faid) rather in read- 
ing ſome ſenſible and profitable Book; 
ſuch as praQtical Divinity, Morality, 
and Hiſtory. I do not ſtridtly forbid 
all others, yet I conceive they were 
better let alone; but for controver- 
ted points in Religion, I am certain 
they do more hurt than good, at 
leaſt till you are of riper years, and 
your Judgment full grown. As to 
Romances, Plays, Novels, ©c. they 
inferfibly ſoften and debauch, as 1s 
ſuthciently notorious by the Beaus and 
Sparks now coming up, to the Diſ- 
grace of this Age. And to ſpeak 
truth, 1t is great pity, but there was 
a ſtop put, or a Reformation enjoyn*d 
both the Preſs and the Stage as to this 
Macrer. 

It may be objeCted here, that it is 
pity that the defire of any knowledge 
inould be baulk”\, and that laying 2- 
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fide all unneceſſary Books, and Hely 
to Vice of that ſort, all others might 
be usd, and that the Apprentice 
make his Choice, as his Genius (hal 
incline him. 

In anſwer ta this, I ſhall only fay 
that the Apprentice is, when ſuch 
not deign'd for a Scholar but ; 
Tradeſman, and whatever tends ng 
ſome way or other to this latter, i 
no way his buſineſs ; but rather de 
ſtruTtive to it, Beſides, two third: 
of them, perhaps, are bound to 
wrong Employments, becauſe thei 
Inclinations were not conſulted, a 
humour'd, and 1f you let the young 
Man take his natural him, he wil 
quickly grow out of Love with hi 
own Calling, ru away with himflt 
ſpoil two T1 rec men, and be good 
for aothins at lift. For inſtance, al 
Apothecary hath little orcaſjon of tit 
Mathematicks, or an Upholſterer df 
a Diſpenfatory : but every one ſhoult 
attend his own Eimployment, and 6

Iy conduce to the making of Iim 
phe Man, and Aa Maſter of the 


Trade he is of, is of little or no ufe 
to him, may too prohably do him 
injury, but cannot in reaſon be ſup- 
pos'd to do him any ſolid good 3 and 
therefore, though I willingly allow 
him the free uſe of all practical Books 
that may make him a good Chrilian ; 
yet in my humble Opinion, he ſhould 
divert himſelf jn reading only with 
Hiſtory ; becauſe that (if well cho- 
ſen) only, or chicily helps him fo un- 
derſtand the World in which he is 
to live. 

Under this head IT muſt defire my 
young Man to be very carefull, and 
prudent in the Choice of his Compa- 
nions, for theſe are a ſort of living 
Books, and you generally learn faſter 
by them, than by thoſe that are prin- 


ted. Theſe make deeper Impreſſion, 
Icarcely ever wear out, and are ſuch, 


as Upon the Choice of which, in a 


great meaſure, depend your future 


Good, or il} Succeſs in the World.

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A Man's Nature, Parts, Stock and 
Relig'on are all djſcoverable by hix 
Ccmpany, that-is, the intimate, the 
cally, and dear Acquaintance., It is the 
moſt infallible Evidence in theſe, and 
moſt othercaſes; therefore ſuch as you 
would be thought to be, or ſuch in- 
deed as you would be, ſuch you ought 
to converſe withal. Let neither 
Countryman, nor Neighbour , nor 
School-tellow prevail with you to liſt 
him barely as ſuch among the Num- 
ber of your Friends: but take time, 
try, and ſtudy to know the inſide of 
_ him, before you admit him into 
your -Boſoin, and make him your 
Confident. [If upon tryal at any 
time you find him ſecretly vicious, or 
unfaithfull, reſolve to drop him, and 

decently turnoff the Liar, the Swear- 
\ er, the Rebe), ard the Thief, Break 
off, and conyerſe not with fuch ; for. 
if you once alle their Perſons, and 
love their Company, you will 
time inſenfibly love their Vices, and 
b.come fuch as they are, or ſhall

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make you. Ditch is nothing to it ; 
that is but bare filth ; but ill Com- 
pany defiles, and deſtroys at once. 

| muſt deſire, that I may not be 
thought troubleſome, it I am very 
importunate 1n this matter. Few 
young Men are ruin'd, but it 1s IN 
part. occalion'd by this. Your Pa- 
rent's inſtructions, and your Maſter's 
care, both will be fruſtrated, and 
rendred inſignificant, and you will be 
loſt, for ever loſt, beyond the help of 
Man, if you contraft, and keep idle 
Company. Remember the great care 
and expence, that your Parents have 
beſtowed in your Education. Confti- 
der the paſſionate hopes. and fears 
the dear ſighs, and withes ; the ten- 
der expreſſions, and pious inſtruQi- 
ons, which now they endear them- 
telves to you withal, and for ſhame, 
let them not be all loſt ; but pene- 
rouſly ſcorn to make fach a baſe re- 
turn, and be fo vile and deſpicable, as 
to perith without pity, as well as re- 
medy. A Thief can but rob you of

Ler two or three, that is a few, 
noneſt, civil, good-natur*d young Men 
be your acquaintance; ſome of then 
of the ſame Þ..nployment, and rather 
your Betters, than otherwiſe : Not 
that I wouid have you proud, or 
over-va'ue your ſelf; but tiere 1s 
commonly more to be got, aid lear- 
ned from them. than fromot hers who 
have leſs Education, Wit, Money, 0r 
Manners. 

In general, confine your ſelf to 
thoſe that are good, and diligent :

be juſt to all Men, fo eſpecially faith- 
full to your Maſter; to defraud him 
is double Injuſtice, it is a violation of 
common Honeſty, and a Breach of a 
particular Truſt, and folemn Engage- 
ment. 

[n all the World there is nothing 
ſo valuable as Truth ; no ſingle ver. 
tue may be compared with it: It js 
lo great, and Goi-like, that David, 
( though otherwiſe a Man of gereat 
infirmities ) for his ſingle inteprity a- 
lone, IS faid to be a Man aſter God?s 
own heart. 4 The 
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Ihe honeſt man, in whatever ſtati- 
on, eltner Commands, or ſteals reſpect 
trom ail; even Atheiſts, and Hypo- 
crites love, or at leait, ſpeak well of 
him, and think to recommend them- 
feives to the World by applauding 
him, whom all unanimoufly do, and 
muit approve of : And if unhappily 
lome, are fo 1ii-natu'd, as to prieve 
at ©1S reputation ; yet even that enyy

Satan deals craftily witn 
all, but treats the young tender ſ1n- 
ner with a peculiar Art : He begins 
with trifles, offers, as it were, but an 
Apple, and even of: that ſhews the 
faireſt ſide, to induce the wanton 
Youth to taſte ; but when he hath 
once eaten the forbidden Fruit, and 
perceives no harm in it, then he pro- 
ceeds to greater, and greater Follies, 
till thennhappy wretch becomes bold, 
and hardned in fin. Wetch therefore, 
ar.d cruth the firſt, and leaſt approa- 
ches of this ever watchtull enemy : 
Let not your hand take, nor, if poſ- 
ble, your Soul defire, any thing, that 
IS not properly your own : Let not 
four Tongue ſpeak, nor your Pen 
write a falſhood; but liven to the {e- 


cret reproach of Conſctzence, and be 


obedient to God within you. 

The Plague is not ſo infe&tious, or 
dangerous, as one ſmall proſperous 
Lhefr, and as you hope ever to be 
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faithiully ſerv'd your ſelf, and thrime 
in this World,or be happy in the nex, 
terve your Maſter on earth, as yoy 


- maſt do God who is in Heaven, with 


an integrity, that is uncorrupted, and 
praiſe- worthy, 

3. As you are not to imbeazel, and 
ſteal, ſo not to waſte your Maſter, 
goods, or any way hinder his juſt in- 


tereſt; neither are you to ſuffer others 


to do It, fo faras it lies in your power 
to prevent It. 

I would not be thought to mean 
that you muſt run with every filly, 
idle ftory to the Maſter ; but if you 
plainly fee any thing amiſs, tell him 
that did it, and endeavour to prevent 
it, by all the diſcreet, and proper 
viays you can; and after all, if you 
cannot by any means prevail, then thc 
Maſter ought to know it; for yoll! 
Concealment will amount, not onl 
to an encouragement ; but it will ret- 
der you an acccffary in man's Lav, 
23d 1 doub: a principal in Gods.

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Eſpecially, take care that you make 
the of of Crery thing your ſelf, that 
honeſtly you Can, and ſuſter nothing, 
if poſſible, to be waſted, and turn to 
0 account. . 

By many an unwilling Servant this 
is eſteemed no fault ; but you mult 
conſider, that this will not anſwer the 
ſanding Rule before mention*d ; and 
beſides,it is a plain Breach of Truſt,and 
2 negative piece of diſhoneſty.

To lye for advantage, and in th: 
way of ones Calling. is (1 doubt) 
too often winkt at; and cuſtom, and 
profit rogether, do unhappily per

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oes ; yet this is a horrible miſtake, 
—_— to the Laws of God, and 
Nature; and Nations, deſtructive to 
humane Socicty,odious in thisWorld, 
and damnable in the next. Nay, even 
quibbling, equivocation, and ſpeaking 
half truth is as bad, or worſe indeed, 
unleſs Hypocrifie added to a Lye will 
mend It. FIST EO Fog 
Truth is the Coin of the King of 
Kings, made of eternal Gold, ſent 
down from Heaven to paſs currant 
from man to man, thcrough all the 
humane Race; till the end of all 
things here below, and then to be 
melted down into Crowns, and Scep- 
ters for them thar have us*d it invio- 
ladly, and ſuitable to its native puri- 
ty. Now toclip this heavenly Coin 
is £qually Treaſon againſt God, as to 
counterfeit, or deface jt. Fn ſhort, 
whatever iS ſpoken with a deſign to 
deceive is a Lye, let the words be what 
they will, and who-ever cheats ano- 
ther ſwerves from truth. 


Laltly, 
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Laſtly, avoid cuſtomary lying i 
common diſcourſe, or in the Ording. 
ry relations of things, and out 
Trade. You cannot imagine the ej 
conſequences of a habit of lying: 
will in time harden you, and irref. 
ſtibly creep into buſineſs, and mij 
it ſelf inſenſibly with your daily en 
ployment, Whatever you do, ſpe 
the truth, and the whole truth : Ls 
not hope, or gain, or fear, or ſhame 
or friend, or foe, ever prevail wit 
you to tell a lye.

tom. Belides your Maſter may die 
or be negligent, and therefore an er. 
ly inſight into buſineſs, and a ſpeedy 
care 15 requir'd of you. 

After all, be not contented with 
the ordinary, and common butfinek 
of your Calling ; but dive, and ſearch 
into the knack, and myſteries of it, 
it any part of. it be more uſefull, or 
more difticult, bend, and apply your 
ſelf with a more than ordinary at 
dreſs of thought, and ſtretch of En- 
deavour to acquire it : Let nothing 
that is fet for you to know, or do, 
be ſlizhted ; but learn every thing 
that your Mitter can teacn you, 0! 
that you can learn by a fair engquir) 
into the management of others; forl 
would not have you over-pleas'd witl 
any man's method, nor reſt contel- 
ted with cuſtom, and baſe ay 
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but obſerve. and ſearch, and ever- 
laſtingly enquire 1nto the beſt way of 
doing every thing, and endeavour ( if 
poſſible) to outdoe thoſe that gO be- 
fore you. He that follows the beſt 
Advice and Examples doth well; but 
yet he that ftands upon another man's

g Afiice allows, and that by all poſhble 
, means you endeavour to be familiar 
g and well acquainted with all the moſt 
x Cconlidefable, and as it were vital and 
5 <elintial parts, (which I therefore call) 
the Privacies and Myſteries of a 
th © Trade theart of making, mana ging 
n- buying, and felling, the nicking of 
t Lime, the humouring of Dealers, 
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with other Matters that I do not yy. 
derltand, are not attained by every 
one, nor indeed but by a few to any 
eminence; now what I move for is 
that they ſhould be, and muſ;, or al 
you can never arrive to any thing hut 
a bare Livelyhood, and perhays 
{carcely that neither. Scorn to he 
little and mean, and you may do great 
things ; for the true reafon why 
there are io many triiling, inſignificant 
people in the World, 1s, hecauſe the 
do not ſtir up their litrie Natura! 
Pride, which all have to be ſomebo- 
dy. They want Fire to attemyt 
great Matters, or what they har 
they quencu, or ſti? in Flegm and 
Sloth. Fartune favours ( ſhall ] 
ſay) or rather obeys the Daring and 
the Brave, and there are very few, 
but may arrive to a greater degree ol 
Perfection in their Calling, if the 
did Rrive, and do ihcfir utmoſt and 
beſt always. The force of {mag1n- 


tion, the ftrengri of «.ourage, and 


the eflorts of an invincible Refolutio 
Wii 
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will carry @ man a vaſt way, and make 
him capable', not only to out-do 
others, but even himſelf. "This 1s 
not deſign'd any way to encourage 
rath and groundlefs Attempts; but to 
give leſs to ſuch as are within the 
Mounds of Diſcretion, and the known 
Sphere of every ones proper Cal- 
ung. 

4 Be not ſlothful and lazy ; do 
not love too much Sleep, or indulge 
Faſe; it certainly and inſenſibly ftu-

Lazineſs is a ſort of an affeted 
Lethargy, a living Death, a ſenſeleſs 
kind of Being like that of London 
ſtone ; fit for nothing but Fools ro 
{tare, and wife men to laugh at, and 
none underſtaud. 

_ Get up eacly in the Morning wil. 
Ingly, and after your Addrek tg 
God, apply your felf immediately to 
Buſineſs ; and reſolve if poſlidle to 
learn ſomething that day, that you 
ud not know, or not fo well know 
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before. Let no day, and if poſſible 


' no time be ſpent in vain, or turn to 


no account ; but. whatever you do, 
do It with all your might ; for it is 
not only for your Maſter, but your 
felf, and be certain, that you ſhall 
one day reap the fruits of your own 
Skill, and Induſtry now ſhown. 
Read the Proverbs of Solomon, and 
bluſh to be fent to School again, eſpe: 
cially to fuch an inconſiderable an 
Animal as the Ant ; remember from 
his Obſervation, that Sloth and Po- 
verty are inſeparable Companions, 
and if you love the one, your ready 
way to enjoyment, is to embrace the 
other. 
There is no Difficulty fo great and 
frighcful, but Time and Induitry wil 
conquer it. If your Appreheniion 18 
dull, or not fo quick, or fiviit as 
fome others, yer ve not Ciſcouraged, 
nor languith under any Diſcontent, 
but bear vn briskly, and do the vel 
ill, ths belt you can ; for as I faid, 
Time and Study, Uſe and an unwearted 
Endeay0u! 
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Endeavour will bring 1t to paſs, anc \'l 

_ make-you-a Maſter for ever of what i# 
you pleaſe ſo to 1zbour for: And you - oF 
may take this Encouragement along 
with you, that as that which is eaſt- 
Iy learnt is ſometimes as eaſily forgot, 
ſo what coi you moſt pains will ſtand 
longeſt by you, and what you witn fo 
much difficulty get will be your own 
tor ever. 

Beſides, it hath been often obſer- 
ved, that as early Fruit 1s ſoon rot- 
ten, ſo many times the moſt promi- 
ſing, forward Parts are blaſted, or 
bear very odd, fowre Fruit ; while 
the ſlow late growth come generally 
to good, laſt longeſt, are good Bear- 
ers, and fully anſwer the Deſign and 
ExpeQation of the Planter.

m1ng, ana expenſive play. It is non- 
ſenfe, at beſt, for any man to put it 
to The Chance, whether thc money in 
his pocket, ſhall remain his own, or 
no. It 1s properly play, and no het- 
ter In plain terms, than playing the 
tool; for a wiſe man may find em- 
p:oyment much more uſefull to him- 
te}r, and beneficial to others, whom 
ne ought to concern himſelf withall.

Some Cuſtomers will be humour- 
ſome, and they that have Money to 
beſtow, generally think they have 4 
right to like or diſlike, and fay © 
much for their Money as you for 
your Ware : and it is but reaton that | 


ſuch liberty ſhould be granted ns 
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for their choice of your Shop. Be- . 
ſides, you are not to expect in all Cu- 
ſtomers exact Judgment or Truth : 
Now if you find in any, the want of 
either, you are not preſently to be 
upon the hut ; but leaſt and beſt ſaid, 
is beſt ; and if he deal not then, yet 
he will go away pleas'd, and come a- 
nother time ; but a proud ſurly Be- 
haviour will diſguſt him for ever, and 
provoke him to give you an ull Name, 
which misfortune, if ever it befalls yo 
you had evenas good ſhut up Shop, 
for any good you will do your ſelf 
11 If, 

As many words are a great miſtake 
in Trade, fo cringing and fawning is 
fit only for a Setting-dog : It is much 
beneath a man, and is an infallible 
token of more than ordinary Reach 
and Deſign, but an unaffected Sweet- 
nels. and natural Humility prevails 
with all, opens the Heart and the 
Purſe, and beſides the moderate gain 
you get their Friendſhip in to the bar. 
gan : Ina word, he that depends on 
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- the Favour of Cuſtomers, and muft 
| be beholding to the good-will ang 
kindneſs of his Dealers, (which is the 
caſe of moſt, if not all Tradeſinen) 
muſt ſometimes humour others, and 
deny himfelf ; he muſt ſtoop to the 
Impertinence, and manage the Con- 
ſiitution of his Nealer without any 
Conſideration oi his own, but what 
relates tov Truth and Honeſty. A 
ſtiff, proud, an rough Diſpoſition 
will never. comyly with this needful 
and juſt Art of Pleaſing, and yet he 
had need have abundgance of Patience, 
and Humility which is the fame, that 
deals with all forts of people to any 
advantage. What I thall recommend 
to you farther under this Head 1s; 

1. Humility towards God. This 1s 
not on.» to be ſhewnin the place, and 
at the times of Devotion ; but is al- 
ways, and every where, your Duty ; 
for you are always In the preſence of 
God, or a: leaſt never out of his fight. 

As the Conſideration of this be- 
ſpeaks Juſtice, Truth, Integrity, wm 
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| fo it requires, and exacts of you a con” 
tant and awful Humility in all your 
Thoughts, Words and Actions: But 
that which I chiefly here aim at, and 
defign, is, your perfect ſubmiſſion to 
| the Will of God; the death and the 
decay of Friends ; the frowardneſs or 
miſcarriage of a Maſter ; the 1ll-na- 
tire of Fellow-Servants, the loſs of 
| Health or Money, with many others, 
if they happen, you are to bear with 
an equal, or at leaſt reſign'd temper 
of Mind. 

Remember that you are born, and 
brought up in a World, where you 
were not deſign'd to have your own 
Mind and Will in all things : but to 

| meet with many Crofles, and perhaps 
great and unexpected Diſappoint- 
ments; therefore warn, and arm your 
| felf beforehand , that if they come 
| upon yon, you may be able to bear 
them patiently, and with ſubmiſſion 
| to a juſt and wiſe God, who both ſees 
your Wants, and knows what and 
why he doth it ; who alſo can do all 


things,

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things, and will do moſt certainly, 


_ that which is beſt for you, if you cap | 
| but behave your lf well, and worthy | 


of it. 


The want of theſe thoughts hath 
run ſome young men intodeſperate and 
lewd courſes, which you may be furc 
can never amend, but mult always in. 
creaſe their Misfortunes. Do but 
mind your bufinefs, ſerve God, and 
ſubmit to him, and then he will «- 
pen an unexpetted way, raiſe up un- 
ſeen Hopes, and Means, and Friends.

Diſcretion or Prudence being the 
Modus of every Action, that ſets itin | 
a true )ight, and makes it decent and | 
becoming, I take leave to fay, its 
to be 
Religios, without Hypocriſie, 
"Fuſe, without Deſign. 
Obedient, without Eye-ſervice. 
Diligent, without Flattery, 
Affable, without Vanity. | 
Temperate, without Scruple, 
Chaſt, without Scorn. 
Thrifty, without Covetonſneſs, 
Humble, without Creeping. 
Charitable, without Vazn-glory. 
Manly, without Pride, and, 
Wiſe, without knowing of it, 
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Theſe I take to be ſome plain In- 
ſtances of it, and he that fully conl: , 
ders the Perfons, Place, and Iime,  ' 
gether with the Nature, Manner and 


Meaſare of what he is about to do, 
C0ll- 
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conceive Will not often fail in this 
matter ; but for Rules they are innu- 
merable, and therefore impoſſible to 
be ſet down. 

This, like ome Trades, 1s ſooner 
and better learnt by the Eye, Obſer- 
vation, and Practice, than by all the 
Books in the World. 

W {iatever therefore you ſee truly 
becoming and worthy in any man, 
make that your own. No one perſon, 
however well accompliſh'd, will ſuf- 
fice for a full pattern ; but obſerve 
o00d and wiſe men where-ever you 
find them, and imprint their Mein 
and Actions on your Mind. 

{f you would have a perfect Beauty 
you muſt, like 4pel/es, rifle a King- 
dom, nay, the World, for ought I 
know , to plece up an exact one ; 
however, ſince that is not in your 
power, yet do what you can; that is, 
chooſe out the beſt, even of the beſt

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far as is ſuitable to your own congi. | 
tion, and it will moſt certainly he. 
come you too.
